Our 
coroner spends $21,000 more for 
autopsies than St. Clair. County. 
Naylor also -s 
now self-employed, but as coro- 
ner he would resign from his 
business and become a full-time 
coroner, unlike our. present coro- 
ner, who_continues to operate a 
funeral home. - 

I believe Naylor. will-make this 
office a full-time job,..giving it 
_the best attention he can

Even the most dedicated 
teacher often cannot accomplish 
everything he or she desires 
Compensation is often low. | /_ 

The high schools seem to‘have 
achieved a. more reasonable 
mix. The teachers teach five 
periods; which allows more time- 
to- prepare, and. compensation is 
generally better 

But things have gone astray at 
some junior colleges, like Belle- 
ville Area College. 

A full-time load at BAC is con- 
sidered teaching 150 minufes a 
day for 150 days a year. < 

Teactiers are also required to 
stay_at school for an additional 
two hours a day in case students 
have questions 

One-hundred_and_fifty minutes 
may be enough for some teach- 
ers, such as English teachers 
who spend countless hours grad- 
ing: themes, but what about the 
instructors who. spend very little 
or no time in preparation? For 
so little work, many earn. in the 
$50;000. to $60,000 range 

At BAC, most opt to teach 
additional classes and summer 
school. They are paid well. The 
top 50 percent Of the full-time 
faculty now average over $70,000 
per year including health insur- 
ance premiums 

The entire full-time faculty 
now averages over $59,000. 

BAC is able to pay such wages 
by extending the “temporary” 
taxes, raising tuition, and taking 
advantage of the part-time 
teachers by paying them so little 
in comparison that, if they were 
allowed to teach a so-alied full 
load, each would earn around 
$10,000_a year
